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(54) DEVICE FOR COVERING VERANDA AGAINST RAIN 
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1. A device for covering veranda against rain comprising a rectangular plastic sheet, a 
curtain rail for supporting said sheet, and a plurality of poles, said sheet being provided 
at the peripheral end portion thereof with a plurality of eyelets, said poles vertically 
standing at an interval similar in width to said sheet and having the upper and lower 
ends thereof attached respectively to the ceiling and the floor of the veranda, said 
curtain rail being supported by said poles at the upper portions thereof wherein curtain 
runners are installed in said curtain rail, each curtain runner being formed with a hook 
fitted into the respective eyelet in the upper end of said sheet to suspend said sheet 
whereby said sheet is freely opened and closed. 

2. The device in claim 1, wherein the eyelet is formed in the multilayered, reinforced 
peripheral ends of the curtain. 

3. The device in claim 1, wherein the curtain is transparent 

4. The device in claim 1, the pole has an end equipped with an attachment through the 
intermediary of a spring member.
